Arabs Seek Three- 
Way Jew Pin cer 


JERUSALEM. Jan. N6—The Su­ 
preme Co mmand o f the Arab Al­ 
lied Fo rces (8 CAAF) has a three- 
phase o peratio ns plan to prevent 
the partitio n o f Palestine and right 
no w is abo ut halfway thro ugh piiase 
o ne, It was learned to day fro m re­ 
liable so urces. 
A military scheme designed to 
“ make it impo ssible fo r the United 
Natio ns to turn Palestine into Jew­ 
ish and Arab states’’ has been de­ 
vised to these three stages, these 
so urces said: 
1. Eviticn o f the Jews fro m quar­ 
ters where the JewsNnd Arabs have 
lived as neighbo rs. 
2. Iso latio n o f Jews o f the no rth 
co astal plain and the so uthern des­ 
ert by driving Arab wedges between 
them. 
3. Final drives to exterminate o r 
subjugate Jewish co mmunities such 
as Tel Aviv, Jerusalem's Rehavia, 
Haifa's Hadar Hacarmei and hun­ 
dreds o f Jewish villages and settle­ 
ments. 
Fo r two weeks vo lunteer fo rces 
under .tjac unified co mmand, di­ 
rected fro m Cairo , have been en­ 
gaged in phase o ne. which is abo ut 
half do ne, the info rmants said. 
Gunfire so unded almo st co nstantly 
to - Jerusalem to day as 
1,500 be- 
leagured Jews to the o ld city kept 
up a sniper's duel with numerically 
superio r Arab riflemen. 
A_ ab so urces meanwhile repo rted 
that Hagana machinegunners had 
made dawn attacks o n two Arab 
villages o n the o utskirts o f Jerusa­ 
lem but had been beaten o ff by the 
villagers. 
Po lice said Jewish snipers killed 
a nine-year-o ld Arab bo y to Jeru­ 
salem. A British co nstable was sho t 
to death to Jaffa raising to 597 the 
uno fficial co unt o f perso ns slain to 
Palestine's bitter co mmunal war­ 
fare since the United Natio ns’ par­ 
titio n decisio n last No v. 29.

Democracy In High Gear 
Uke every session of congress within memory, the 
one now ctmventag Is on toe » pot. 
Perhaps things tie worse now than they 
when toe Continental Congress was presiding over 
the birth of toe republic, perhaps events in 1*48 are 
more momentous than they were during the Civil 
war; or during two world tours when toe nation be­ 
came aware If Its IntematMnsl rrapomlbi III—; or 
during toe depression of the 80* when American* 
took inventory of their weaknesses and tries to do 
something about them. 
But perhaps in the long view the final session of 
toe 80th congress has rasponsiblUties only as great, 
not grenter, than Its predecessor» and can be depended 
on to tymdlt them Just about as well. It helps to think 
of it that way, because what congress and the people 
need most is confidence. This Is not Urns for moan* 
a boat awful things that might happen, but • time for 
straight thinking shout what can happen if toe United 
States keeps its head. 
• congress is a fair ’cross-section of toe people, and 
the people are fundamentally confident. They are con­ 
fused by doubts and fear* about facts of existence 
since 1917 and needs to be kept in perspective They 
axw mixed up by failure to distinguish between reali­ 
ties In their own affairs and opinions that conceal 
realities, such as the opinion that toe federal govern­ 
ment must have certain extraordinary power* to check 
inflation. That just isnT so The government can 
check inflation whenever it wants to quit playing fox 
and start playing statesman. 
There needs to be honest appraisal of such m atte» 
as military preparedness and military commitments. 
Thi* is not an Issue between those would do some 
thing unpopular and those who would do nothing st 
reasonable security. The» must be LnteBfgent judge 
ment about the use of credit to restore the producing 
and trading power of Europe All tome matter* re 
quire statesmanship, not penny ante polities and aft- 
grinding. 
The best « entfoff for toe last session of the 80th 
emigres* is to wish its potential statesman luck and 
to hope the rest will fall into an open manhole on their 
way to work. Representative* democracy is about to 
go Into high gear It need* to work at its best to toe 
months immediately ahead, not only the member* 
of the 80th congress but toe 140,000,000 Americans they

ON INCOME TAX 
CUT SOON DUE 


Will Tell Natio n Ho w He 
Feels In Budget Talk 
Next Mo nday No o n 


BY LYLE C. WISON 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—President 
Truman will reveal the administra­ 
tio ns electio n year inco me tax plans 
his week. Details o f the g o o d o r 
bad news wity co me next Mo nday 
m his budg et messag e to co ng ress. 
There are so me indicatio ns that 
Truman will reco mmend tax relief 
far the little fello ws. He Is ready 
Lw with a barrag e o f messag es 
« ith which to g reet the co ng ress and 
o wn his 1948 presidential campaig n. 
The seco nd sessio n o f the 8 0th 
co ngress meets to day at no o n. Big 
business beg ins this Wednesday with 
Truman’s annual messag e o n the 
state o f the unio n. It will g ive the 
first hint whether the President is 
ready to back do wn fro m his o ppo ­ 
sitio n to inco me tax reductio n which 
caused him twice to veto cuts last 
v ear 
' Details o f the administratio n’s 
tax and fiscal po licies will co me in 
next Mo nday’s budg et messag e. On 
Friday Truman 
will send to co n­ 
gress an eco no mic repQrt which is 
billed as a lo ng -rang e pro g ram fo r 
co nserv atio n o f natural reso urces 
and extensio n o f New Deal so cial 
welfare legislatio n. 
The President will ask ag ain this 
week fo r the ratio ning and wag e- 
pfice co ntro l autho rity which the 
emergency co ngress o f last No vem- 
ber-December relused to g ive to him. 
And he will po und hard o n necessi­ 
ty fo r further rent co ntro l. 
On the issues o f inflatio n, living 
co sts, taxes, so cial security and la­ 
bor legislatio n. Truman will base 
his do mestic platfo rm. 
Perils suggest Truman Is a sub­ 
stantial favo rite fo r electio n next 
No v ember ag ainst mo st o f the Re­ 
publicans who mig ht run ag ainst 
him. That Is as o f rig ht no w. 
It Is believ ed likely, therefo re 
that Truman will sug g est so me lim­ 
ited tax relief fo r 1948 vo ters. Co n­ 
gress unquestio nably will pass an 
inco me tax bill and Truman may 
feel that he must veto it ag ain if it 
extends substantial reductio ns in the 
middle and upper brackets at g reat 
co st to the treasury. 
Veto ing tax reductio ns in electio n 
years generally 
is reg arded as haz­ 
ardo us business. But if Truman sug i 
gests tax relief fo r the littlest fel­ 
lo ws In his messag es to co ng ress 
and then veto es a bill because re­ 
lief go es to the big g est taxpayers, 
to , he will have a pretty g o o d ex­ 
plicatio n fo r a g reat many millio ns 
o f v o ters. They will no t have g o tten 
tax relief, but Truman may arg ue 
that it wasn’t his fault. 
The President raised a red lig ht 
against tax cuts a 
year ag o in his 
annual message o n the state o f the 
unio n and in his budg et messag e. 
Truman may reco mmend relief fo r 
the “ millio ns o f taxpayers with small 
inco mes" this week o r next. There 
will be heav y pressure o n him, ho w* 
ev er, to ag ree to natio n-wide appli­ 
catio n o f the co mmunity pro perty 
tax system which permits husbands 
and 
wiv es to divide their inco me 
ev enly and to reduce their taxes by 
enjo yment o f the lo wer surtax bra­ 
ckets in which the divisio n o f inco me 
places each o f them. 
Taxpayers o f 12 states already 
enjo y tho se lo wer taxes by pro visio n 
o f state law. It is pretty difficult 
to explain why citizens o f o ne g ro up 
o f states sho uld be permitted to 
enjo y lo wer federal tax rates than 
citizens o f ano ther g ro up.

He is Jo hn F. Jo hnley, Po rts­ 
mo uth lawyer, veteran member o f 
the Scio to co unty electio n bo ard 
and o ne o f the 10-member co m­ 
mittee appo inted last year by Sec­ 
retary o f State Edward J. Hummel 
to reco mmend revisio ns o f the state 
electio n co de ado pted by the last 
g eneral assembly. “Pro visio n is made 
fo r the o rg anizatio n o f new po litical 
parties by a g ro up o f vo tes when 
such g ro up declares Its intentio n 
,o fo rm a party,” Jo hnley said. 
Outlines Pro cedure 
It must file with the secretary 
o f state within 90 days befo re an 
electio n a petitio n sig ned by at 
east 15 per cent o f the to tal vo te 
cast fo r g o verno r at the preceding 
lectio n.” 
In o rder to retain its standing 
as a po litical party, he said, it must 
ast at least 10 per cent o f the to tal 
vo te fo r g o verno r In the last pre­ 
ceding g eneral electio n. 
Amo ng o ther pro visio ns o f the 
electio n law listed by Jo hnley were: 
Only the “X" mark will co unt, 
except in charter cities (such as 
Cincinnati) which pro vide fo r nu 
merical vo ting . 
A vo ter must be a resident o f the 
co unty and precinct 40 days prio r 
to an electio n, instead o f the pre 
vlo us 30 and ¿6 days. If a vo ter 
mo ves fro m o ne precinct to ano ther 
within the co unty clo ser to the 
electio n, ho wever, he may return 
to his o ld precinct to vo te. 
All sig natures o n candidates’ pe­ 
titio ns must, be written in ink o r 
indelible pencil. 
In o rder to be no minated, 
“writein” candidate in a primary 
must receive no t less than 15 per 
cent o f the to tal vo te cast by his 
party in the primary. 
A vo ter may be Issued an absent 
ballo t if he is 10 (instead o f 50) 
miles fro m his ho me precinct o n 
electio n day.

pla ce votes, with Michiga n getting 
only 25 a nd the other Nó . 1 ta gs go­ 
ing elsewhere. 
The Irish, who led the nation’s 
list through seven of the 10 weeks 
o f the campaign, won in the reg­ 
ular poll after a decisive 38 -7 tri­ 
umph over the same Soutnem Cal­ 
ifornia Trojans. 
Many of the participants in the 
latest roll-call acknowledged their 
opinions were 
swayed 
largely by 
comparative scores which in two 
other instance» swung the pendulum 
toward Fritz Crisler’s men of Mich­ 
igan. 
Against the other two common 
opponents, the teams fared this 
way: Michigan walloped Pitt, 69-0, 
while Notre Dame did the job a 
little more 
mercifully, 
40-8 . The 
Wolverines rolled over Northwest­ 
ern, 49 -21, while the Irish, who 
also had a perfect season, trounced 
the Wildcats.

Notre Da me’s home sta te, India na , 
voted even on the issue, eight to 
eight. The Wolverines received

votes within 
their home sta te. 
Two writers placed Michigan in 
the all-time great class.
